The rejections of record are still believed to be proper, and therefore, are maintained. As admitted by the applicants, Ishiii teaches a 
method and an apparatus for controlling the control voltage of the VCO (Remarks/Arguments, page 1 1 , line 19) by adjusting the power 
supply voltage provided to the VCO (figure 1 , the VCO power supply voltage setting device 9 powers the VCO). In other words, Ishii's 
apparatus must have a means to examine the control voltage of the VCO in order to be able to control the control voltage of the VCO 
because it makes no sense to control the VCO control voltage parameter without monitoring the parameter. The applicants* argument is 
not found persuasive because the argument fails to show that there Is no need to examine the VCO control voltage in order to control the 
VCO control votlage in the Ishii's circuit as asserted by the examiner in the previous office action. 
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
